At the outset we made it quite 
clear that- we would not try at 
any time to defend the Mafia 
organization as it was known in 
Sicily, Nor would we at any time 
try to condone the actions of the 
criminal element in this country 
just because they happened to 
bear Italian names. 

At all times we have tried to 
make it crystal clear that no law 
abiding American of Italian ori- 
gin wanted any truck with crimi- 

nals and that our organization 
stands ready at any time to help 
enforcement agencies to get rid 
of the criminal element in this 
country regardless of where the 
chips may fall, 

We recognize that there are a 
number of criminals bearing 
Italian names.

Apostolic Delegate’s Dinner 


We Set the Record Straight 


Last month OSIA NEWS car- 
ried excerpts of a speech by 
Judge Anthony Julian of Massa- 
chusetts at the Order’s dinner to 
Archbishop Egidio Vagnozzi in 
Washington, D. C. 

Judge Julian was quoted as 
saying that the migration of Ital- 
fan people to the United States 
“far” exceeded the total num- 
ber that have come from Ireland. 

This was in error. Judge Jul- 
jan did not make that statement. 
Actually the figures quoted by 
Judge Julian show that 4,777,000 
Italians migrated to the United 
States as compared to 4,617,000 
from Ireland. 

In another portion of his talk

Judge Julian was quoted as say- 
ing that a Charter of Labor was 
drafted by Cardinal Gibbons. 

Reference was made to Cardi- 
nal Gibbons by Judge Julian in 
his speech, but OSIA NEWS mis- 
interpreted the remarks. 

Judge Julian in fact referred 
to the encyclical “Rerum Nova- 
rum” issued in 1891 by Pope Leo 
XIII. Cardinal “Gibbons was 
mentioned by Judge Julian in 
connection with the Knights of 
Labor and the labor movement 
in the latter half of the 19th 
century.
